Tho robber, se- 
cured tho contents of tho safe of th 
Pacific Express company and mail 
good Ihi-ir iwnipe. It is believed Ihn 
tho rubbers wero the ttotnl Dnltn 
gang, who lire reaponsiblo for n hrge 
number of similar crimes in tlio tern 
lory, tho latest being the lobbcry o 
tbo Santa r'o express, near Ited Hock 
hardly n month (go. Four of Iho gang 
wero recently captured nrar Cluthorie 
and a posse WM on tho track of tlio 
others of Ihe gang.
